Spragg, who has 


been ill, seized hia eon Caley, aged 0, 
tied his hands behind him and deliber- 
ately cut hia throat with a butcher 
Ttnife. Hia wife entered the room and 
tried to interfere. Spragg ebaaed her 
around the house, caught her, and 
despite her struggles hacked her head 
and face into slicced, and almost severed 
her head from her body. Albert, aged 
4, was seized, hia throat cut and his 
brains dashed over the furniture. 
Dora 


had escaped and returned with neigh- 
bora. SpragR kept them off with a 
shotgun, locked the door. cut the throats 
of two more step-children and then shot 
himself. SpragU wits found dead, with 
his face and hands spattered with the 
blood and braina of his victims. Two 
step-children arc still living, but connot 
recover.

MUST 
ORGANIZE. 


And now the Chicago and New York 


jobbers in California fruits have organ- 
ized a trust, and are going to excludi 
all buyers from the auction rooms who 
do not belong to the combination. 


There can be hut one meaning to this 


action. It ie a plain declaration that 
the jobbers intent! to fix the prices ol 
fruit eo that there will be more in it for 
themselves. Optn competition in the 
auction rooms results, evidently, in dis 
arranging their scheme.* for fleering the 
growei'to the extent which in desirable 
to them, and they propose to eliminat 
all competition that ia not governed b> 
their dictation. When the market jus 
tifies it the producer will be allowed tt 
make a certain per cent of profit, and no 
more. The jabbers will virtually fix the 
prices and divide the proceeds. 


Under inch conditions the grower 


must either take decisive action or bt 
come a menial of the speculator-a cap 
per for hia game without other hope o 
1 eward than that which the dealer may 
.ee fit to bestow upon him. Under such 
a regime an active market or a reduction 
in rates of transportation would he 
merely to the advantage of the trust at 
the other end of the line, which fixes 
prices and absorbs the profits.1 


The organisation of this jobbers' combi- 


nation only serves to make more plain 
what has been evident to though tf a 
fruit growers in this state for some 
yeare past, and that is that they must 
in some manner control the marketing 
of their crops if they are to receive an 
adequate return for their investment 
and labor. The probabilities are that 
nothing short of the establishment by 
the fruit growers of this etate of central 
distributing houses in the principal 
markets, controlled and operated by 
themselves, will solve the problem satis- 
factorily. This, as a matter uf course, 
involves considerable expense, but we 
are confident that more than the co?t of 
establishment and operation would be 
saved the first season. Such agencies 
could be established both for the hand- 
ling of the fresh and dried fruit pro* 
ducts of the state, and prices would be 
fixed by a board of directors instead of 
by a combination of jobbers whose in- 
terests consist in diverting all the profits 
of a great industry into their own cof- 
fers. Such s movement we believe to be 
absolutely essential on the part of the 
producers of freah fruits. 
The pro- 


ducers of raisins and other dried fruits 
have the alternative of holding their 
crops in storage here and selling to 
actual buyers for cash. 


A SERIOUS DEFICIENCY. 


According to a recent writer in Har- 


per'n Weekly nearly all the expensive 
craiserB built by this government lately 
•would be ftlmoit useless for the purpose, 
for which they were designed if actual 
war were in progress. The deficiency is 
in their lack of coal capacity, which in 
most of the fifteen ships styled 
"mod- 


ern/' ifl little more than enough to en- 
able them to cross the Atlantic once. 
It will be apparent that in actual war, 
upon a cruise of moderate lengtli, many 
of these vessels would be liable at eome 
time to find themselves in mid-ocean 
with their engines powerless and them- 
eelves at the mercy of the first enemy. 
Furthermore, according to interpreters 
of international law, coal, being an in- 
dispensable requisite of modern naval 
warfare, could not be, furnished by a 
neutral nation. The natural inference 
would be that we must establish coal* 
ing stations abroad, bnt the difficulty of 
maintaining them against an enemy is 
a very grave one. Altogether this ap- 
pears to be a serious and unsolved ques- 
tion for the navy builders. 


That we need an efficient navy there 


can be no doubt. War causes neutral 
nations to look to their armaments, and 
arouses a figbting epirit. The present 
war in China is creating noticeable un- 
easiness in Europe. Our prestige in the 
Orient ha? suffered because we have not 
& few formidable cruisers in the Chinese 
ports where American interests may 
need protection. 
These armed repre- 


sentatives of England, France and Ger- 
many were on hand, when trouble was 
feared in the Chinese ports, and at 
Shanghai the French admiral, realizing 
?he helpless position of the Americans,' 
asflured them of his assistance, if neces- 
sary. 


Very great improvement has been 


made in the American navy within a 
decade, but there is evidently still room 
for improvement. It is desirable that 
thii government should remain at peace 
with the rest of the world, and the 
surest way to effect that result is to 
have & navy and coast defense which do 
not invite attack. 


I* 11 laid that Admiral Walker in his 


report to the eeneto concerning Ha- 
waiian affairs will favor the annexation 
of the islands to the United States, So 
will be brought to the front again a 
question which were better at reat. 
That American interests in 
Hawaii 


should be guarded is clear enough, but 
it seems equally clear that annexation is 
not the policy that shonJd be adopted to 
ttUin that end. A hybrid Kanaka- 
Chiaese-Japaneee population would not 
be a deeirable addition to the citizen- 
ship of thie country. Moreover a half 
dozen small islands 2100 miles from the 
nearest United States seaport would, as 
a part of thia nation, be a constant 
menace to it? safety.

A New York Banker Submits a Sub 


stitute to the Chamber of 


Commerce. 


XBW YOBK, December 7.—At a meet 


ing of the Chamber of Commerce Will 
iam P. St. John, president of the Mer 
can tile National bank, characterized the 
Carlisle plan of currency reform as pre 
posterous, and submitted the following 
plan instead: Congress to remove from 
the standard silver dollar the single re- 
stricting of ita legal tender function and 
provide for the unlimited coinage for 
silver into this dollar on the terms ure- 
scribed for gold. Issue to depositors o: 
gold and silver at the mint coin, or il 
they prefer, certificates payable in gold 
or silver «t the convenience of the United 
States. Forbid issuing further gold and 
silver certificates and treasury notes ol 
1S90 until the bimetallism achieved un- 
der this act require gold and silver for 
which coin certificates issued, to be re- 
ceived in coin and standard bars for 
their redemption.

Synthetic chemistry has 
nut made nicotine directly as yet, but it- 
lias very nearly reached it, and tho la- 
boratory iiiimufacturo of nicotine may 
fairly bo expected at any time. Conine, 
the poisonous principle of hemlock, has 
been made synthetically, and it is so 
close in its constitution to nicotine and 
KO clearly of tho saino class that only 
ita transformation into nicotine remains 
to bo mastered, a problem which is not 
very difficult when compared with oth 
ers which have been solved. Tho parent 
compound from which tho nicotine of 
commerce will lie made exists largely iu 
coal tar." — From an Interview With

The cultivation of cirnalgre is begin 


nine to attract attention in the 
western part o* the United States. It i 
a plant from the roots of which tamni 
is extracted, and is used in the manu 
iarture of leather as a rabstituu- lor oa 
and hemlock bark. The roots have 
reeomblance to 5weet potatoes, but are 
tougher in texture. The plant grow 
wild in Arizona, Nevada, New Mexico 
Mexk*olftnd in the southern part of Ca 
iftmiia. Considerable quantities of tli 
roots have been gathered from wil 
laudb niiJ told to tanneries; but the ua 
live toil of the root is usually remoi 
from railroads, because it urowe best i 
the bottoms of canyons and in the earn 
of dry river bede. For this reason it 
expensive to gather the wild produc 
which sells for not more than $40 A to 
when dried and delivered in market. 


The demand is not great at preaen 


but there is no cause why the inarke 
might not be largely extended. Ther 
are comparatively few places in th 
world where carnaigre can be grown 
and the favored districts would have 
monopoly. The plant as it grows in i 
wild state could not be depended upo 
to supply the market. It would have 
be cultivated. Experiments are no 
being made along that line, and the r 
suits so far show that the growing of tl 
plant would be profitable. 


It does well on land not suited to o 


dinary farming, but does equally ne 
on better grades of soil. It is hard,

cultivation, 


flourishes on six inches of water a yea 
and needs no care except to loosen tl 
soil occasionally, and see that it is 
overran by weeds.

One planting does for all tim 
as the harvesting of thelarger roots doe 
not destroy the smaller onea which a 
once begin to grow and eoon produi 
another crop.

If from any cause the diggin 
of the roots is postponed, no harm n 
suite, but they grow from year to yei 
indefinitely, becoming better all th 
time.

Democracy haa not been the party o 
the plain people except in empty asaer 
tion and brazen hypocrifly. To the con 
trary it has been their insiduous an> 
peraietent enemy so far as the prin 
Ciplea for which it has stood are con 
corned. Leaving behind il the honor 
able record of the days of Jackson and 
Jefferson, it became the bulwark of a 
system which put the free labor of thi 
republic in open competition with tha 
of the human chattel, and the source 
of its power und influence was concen 
trated in that aristocracy of wealtl 
which flourished upontnedegredationo 
every man in the free republic who Hvec 
by honeet. toil. In perfect keeping with 
this position it set up the theory and 
holds today the doctrine that the labor 
of this country should be espoaed to 
the unrestricted competition of the 
servile and degraded labor of the old 
world. It not only does this, but it is 
found in close and congenial alliance 
with the money power of our own and 
foreign countries, which is not subserv- 
ing the welfare of the masses. 


If the Democratic hope of longer life 


is based on its services to the common 
people, its chances are slim indeed. Its 
eicuse for living will have to be found 
in something it proposes to do, not 
#hat it has done.

too devoutly expected; If combines tall 
ouftbeir own tylfish interests will be 
very apt to cause them to fall in again. 
Strife between the sugar and canned- 
meat trusts, with hundreds of millions 
if dollars of capital behind each, would 
not improbably result in the ruin of 
both. They will recognize this fact, and 


some way an armed neutrality will 


3e maintained. 


The condition of affairs eupgested in 
be dispatch would be hopeful were it 
probable that it would ever come to 
ass, but it is not likely tbat the great 
rusts will jeapordize their existence by 
ny very deadly warfare. 
They are 


much more apt to "stand in" with one 
nother.

It is the 
only correct bible of tbe election yet 
published in tlie county. In a collec- 
tion oi BO many figures it ia very diffi- 
cult'to be absolutely correct hi all re- 
spects, but great pains have been taken 
to see that no errors exist in thia table. 
It has been compared, figure by figure, 
with the official record in the office of 
the supervisors, and it is given to the 
public with the belief that it contains 
no mistakes. Many persons desire to 
tile the paper away for future reference 
when tbe next campaign opcne. 


There are many things about the re- 


turns which tlie table does not show, 
and many comparisons and deductions 
which the average reader has not the 
leieure to make for himself. Some of 
these will be found in thia co'umn. 


The vote for governor, rhich ia given 


in this table, ia not a fair measure of the 
relative strength of the several parties 
in Fre«no county. By that vote it 
would seem that the county is Demo- 
cratic, as Budd's majority is 103, while, 
as a matter of fact, the Republican state 
officers, on an avera^, carried the 
county by over 20J majority.

ONE MORE SUGGESTION. 


It Is Offered to the Raisin Grow- 


ers. 


EDITOR REPUBLICAN :—Organization is 


going to become an old song antonga 
raisin growers. We have heard it so 
often within the last two years that out, 
almost gets tired of it. Organization 
has been tried, and the result was a fail 
ure. Why? First, as we are told, the 
packers did not want a combine; see 
ond, the growers who joined the so 
called combine, sold their raisins to out- 
side packers; and, third, because ibe 
combine existed on paper only. 


I am one of the growers who absolute- 


ly refused to sign the combine, becausf 
1 had no faith in it, mid to be frank, 
I did not trust it. 1 could not a^nHou 
those $10,01)0 checks of the packers. 
Yet 1 did not help the combine fail, 
because I sold my raisins to a packer 
belonging to the combine, which I did 
in order that no harm inigut be done, 
in case my opinions were wrong. My 
business in town affords rue many an 
opportunity to epeak of tho combine to 
people living in different planes and 
counties, who are either owners of rai- 
sins, growers, or working men in vine- 
yards or packing houses. My question 
as to what they thought of tiie combine 
«a- generally answered, vi/: "If ii 
holds it's all right." 


Packers and growers cannot go to- 


pettier. You cannot force the market. 
The combine is no good; there ure too 
many in it who want a job, and nothinj 
else—and so on. An it stands now, 
will never believe that a comhiue is pos- 
sible between packers and growers, as I 
think the packers have lost the confi- 
dence of the growers. 


Now, how many growers are there 


who say we must have a com bine, aoioni; 
the growers only, and how many are 
there who would realy jo:n it? If we 
all say yea, we will, hut we are not in- 
clined or able to do it. It ia all waste 
of time. 


us make a teat and see how many 


.here are who are able to join a com- 
aine; how many who aie convinced thdt 
t is better to let the raisiua rot than to 
receive an advance uf 1 or 2 cents during 
,he fall and t'» pay back as much and 
iniybe more in the spring. Suppose the 
l-Yesno daily papers were willing (and if 
tliey are the papers of other places will 
probably follow suit) to advertise, say 
luring these three coming months, that 
a petition is ready in their oflicua to be 
sinned by growers only (growers wno 
are also packers are not to sign it), and 
that this petition i« a test. Thepeiition 
should be beaded: "We, the under- 
signed growers, agree on our honor to 
iell our raisins this year for cash only, 
n case a combine can be formed among 
;he growers" (or something similar). 
The advertisement must explain further, 
that he may have to throw away his 
raisins, while his neighbor who did not 
sign may get an advance the same aa it 
s now.

One of the Jurors Writes on the 


Subject.

It is a singular fact, however, that the 


jury in the recent Chinese lottery case, 
whose situation and Conduct was eo 
hedged about with doubt, and waa in- 
sufficiently ad vised as to the law govern- 
ing the case and its duty in the prem- 
ises, is smiled out as the text for a ser- 
mon on public evils that are evidenced 
by acts occurring daily before our very 
eyes, and of which no mention Is ever 
aiade in the public press 
None felt at 


ihe time a more keen disgust at the sit- 
uation than that jury. Absolutely with- 
out any letial light on the question so 
inexpcctedly raised, except that, gleaned

day? ajo i hat ilw Monuwy A Fresno 
rai'lnxt'i, which l.as been reMinj: for 
some lime, i^ soon to be taken up again 
and ;m«hed to completion. Colonel A. 
W. .Join'*, who is president cf the road, 
or rather oi the proposed road, is in 
Fresuo, his b:»ints£ hew being will 
L. L. Cory, the attorney for the com- 
pany. A few sraall matters are being 
arranged, the chief of which is an ex- 
tension for two years of the time in 
which tbe roau ia to be 
completed. 


This is to be done 
by the town 


trustees 
of 
Monterey 
who 
had 


given certain valuable franchises in 
connection with the water front on con- 
dition that the road should be completed 
by July 1,1895. The delay due to the 
business depression ia the country 
rendered it impossible to complete the 
road by that time, and the Monterey 
trustees will now extend the time two 
years more. This extension is expected 
to be perfected in a few days. . 


Colonel Jones waa seen at the Hugbea 


Hotel last evening by H RErrnLiCAS re- 
porter, and was coufcdent that the road 
is now to be built with but littte more 
delay. When work begtas, which wili 
be within a few weeks, it will be no! 
only at the western end of the line, bul 
at the Fresno end aleo. The corps of 
engineers will be put on the survey here 
ae aoon as all is ready, and then the ex- 
act location of the line will bft made. 
When tbat is done the people oi this 
county wil! he called upon lor the bonus 
and tbe right of way which have been 
promised. 


Colonel Jones will go East as soon as 


he arranges the affairs of the road here, 
aud \vlien he returns he expects it to be 
with all things ready for beginning 
•work. When it begins, the completion 
of the road will be reached without any 
unnecessary delay. The work done be- 
tween Monterey and Salinas has been ol 
the most eubstantial kind. The road 
bed is made for nine miles, and consid- 
erable other work is' done. -Within 
thirty days from the time work begins 
on tbat section, the road bed can be 
made ready for the ties between Mont- 
erey and Salinas. 


Colonel Jones has lately been in the 


East, and from hia dealings wiih tbe 
leading business men he has had an ex- 
cellent opportunity for ascertaining the 
sentiment of financiers aud_ others on 
the business situation. "It is not only 
encouraging, but assuring," said he. 
"Everything points to improvement. 
There'has already been, muoh change 
for tbe better. The worst ia Sow clearly 
in the past. It will take eome time for 
buELnese to pick up aud for all depart- 
ments to feel the change lor the" better, 
but it is coming, and there ia no doubt 
of it. Business men in the East no 
longer have any doubts. They.look for 
a golden era of prosperous tunes, such 
AS thia country haa seldom .or never 
known." 


Although Colonel Jonea is here solely 


on the railroad business he Las yet 
given pome attention to the raisin Situ- 
ation', and is firm in his conviction that 
if the growers oE raisins would follow th( 
proper course they would-get-a'good 
price for their goods. Btrt -they must 
sell their raisins in California or let 
them lie here and rot. Colonel Jonea 
insists on this point, and says the buy. 
era inusL i,ome after the raisins aud the 
raisins must not go after the buyers. 


He cites as a parallel case the orange 


growers of Florida, who had just the 
trouble that tbe rai=m growers have. 
They sent their frnit to market and al- 
ways had trouble about the pay, and to 
Bum it up they made nothing. They 
formed a company and had a fund, re- 
ceived in pavment for ptock,'and they 
established a'rule that oranges were to 
be sold in Jacksonville, Fla., and no 
place else. Buyers must come there to 
get them or do without them. 


The first year the buyers held back 


and refused to come. They thought 
they could force the orange growers 
into sending their goods north aa before. 
But the game failed. They held their 
oranges and let them rot. This was as 
Cheap as to eend them to market and 
Bet nothing for them. Tt also bronghl 
the buyers to time. They came nexl 
year, bought the oranges and paid for 
them, and from that time.tiil this the 
orange business has been established 
and pricen have been affected only by 
the business conditions of .the country 
and tbe extent of the crop. 
, . 


Colonel Jones says that tbe raisin 


growere can do the same thing if they 
will; but there must be .no sentiment 
about it. It must be strictly business 
Thet growers must agree to sell their 
raisins in Fresno, or let them lie here 
and rot. This will bring buyers, for 
there ia a demand for the goods. But 
&s long as there is a rush anil a scram 
ble to run raisins into.' every market 
juid to sacrifice and slaughter them, no- 
bod y will come here to buy them.

Emphatic Denial That They Cut 


1'rices—Au Investigation

KWTOK llurt'iiLicAS:—An article Bas 


published in THE RLITBLH-«.N on the4tb 
inst. (evidently compiled by some one 
or uiore o! our dearly lx?lo\vd bretheru, 
our competitor raisin packers in Fresno, 
who were too cowardly to attach their 
names to it), in which appeared a tele- 
graphic dispatch, dated New York, c 
inst., binned by DelatiHd, McGovern Jt 
Co., hrokersfor Butler & Forsyth, John 
M. Chapman & Co., brokers for J. K. 
Armshy Co., and W. Ii. Dudley Jt Co., 
brokers for Porter Kros. A Co., Noble 
Bros, and Hobbs A Parsons, stating 
:hat "Griilin A Skelley Co. had shipped 
raisins to interior pointa contrary to 
agreement and aold at less than agreed 
prices." On this being brought to our 
attention, we at once wired to W. M. 
Griffin, who waa in New York City, 
with regard to tbe same, and received 
his reply by telegraph, in which be 
stated that thia accusation made against 
ua by these three New York firms of 
brokers " waa absolutely false in every 
particular," and we leave the Fresno 
Kings and Tulare counties raisin grow- 
ers to decide whom they will believe 
W. M. Griffin or these "three firms o 
brokers representing our competitors. 


We also wired to our New Yorkacenta 


(who were also members of the execu- 
tive committee of the so-called "New 
York combination"), for the facts in the 
case and received from them the follow- 
ing telegram: 


•'The charge that" Griflin A Skelley 


Company cut prices is false. All sales 
made since the agreement, have been 
made at, 4-crown loose, 5)Jc, 3-crown 
loose, 4c. At these prices, buyers gave 
preference to GritTm A Skelley goods, 
others got few orders and withdrew to 
cut prices to secure business. Griflin A 
Skelley goods have commanded top prices 
the whole season.1' 


We received a letter from our W. M. 


Gritlin, written a day or two after this 
arrangement was entered into by the 
other packers, in which he states that 
he marie it a condition of his signing 
this agreement, that we would be per- 
mitted to divert to interior points any 
raisins which were then en route to 
New York or Chicago, and that permis- 
sion was grant' .i by the other members; 
but, because it was not inserted in the: 
contract, they afterwards claimed that 
they understood the, matter differently 
from what Mr. Griffin did. We leave 
the raisin growers who have done bus- 
iness with us iu the past and who are 
doing so now, to choose whose state- 
ments they will believe. The car or 
twodiverte'd to Troy and Albauy, about 
which all of this howl was made, were 
actually en route when this agreement 
came into force. 


This combination, which waa formed 


in New York and was chiefly brought 
about by the efforts of our W.M. Griffin 
(the claims of other parties to the con- 
trary notwithstanding) j and oue very 
important feature of this agreement has 
not been explained to the raisin grow- 
ers, and that is that it only applied to 
that small portion of the United States 
east of and including Pittsburg, Pa., a 
territory which doea not consume one- 
sixth of the raisina produced in Califor- 
nia, and also that it only came into 
effect on November 12th. Thia cutting 
aud decline in prices, which the con- 
coctora of this article above referred to, 
wish to make it appear as having just 
begun, have been going all over the 
United States with the exception oJ the 
small territory mentioned above, for 
the 
last 
two 
months, 
and 
the 


facts will prove that the Griflin A Skel- 
ley Company have done more to hold 
up prices anil strengthen the raisin 
market throughout the United State- 
from tbe beginning of the season until 
the present time, than all the other 
shippers combined. We were accused 
laat year (by several of those dearly be- 
loved brethren among the Fresno raisin 
packers) on numerous occasions, in the 
columns of the Fresno newspapers, of 
having cut prices and demoralized mat- 
ters generally, tbe net result of which 
(as every one in Fresno knows) was that 
the Griffin & Skelley Company this year 
received from these same growers and 
their neighbors 1000 carloads of raisins 
to pack and sell on growers'account, 
while these other packers who were 
packing for growers last year (who eper.t 
and are stilt spending so much of their 
valuable (?) time endeavoring to harm 
us in tbe eyes of the raisin growers), 
only received about 200 carloads-each. 
The account of sales and tbe returns re- 
ceived by the growers for their raisins 
convicted our enemies last year, and we 
believe they will convict thorn again 
this year. It is generally conceded ia 
Freino county by those growers who 
have compared returns, that we realized 
for the growers an average of $100 per 
carload more for all the raisins we 
handled, than the combined average 
realized b? our competitors. We clain 
that we have realized from $60 to $100 
per carload more this year, nn all the, 
raisins sold to date, than haa been done 
by our principal competitors.. 


We ask the growera to reserve judij 


ment until they receive their returns 
from UB and compare them with those 
received by their neighbors from others 
and on this result, we are prepared to 
"stand or fall." It ia time the Califor- 
nia 
raisin growers investigated 
foi 


themselves the way in which their inter 
eata have been sacrificed this year, so as 
to put the blame where it belongs. The 
only way in which it can be done satis 
torily ia to appoint a committee of rep 
reaentative raisin erowers to visit the 
wholesale grocers in"the principal mar 
kets of the United States, this eamt 
committee to inspect the coircspoudence 
and books of every firm engaged in sell- 
ing raisins for the growers. We have a 
copy of every letter and telegram we 
have Bent this year, and the eaiue are 
open to the inspection of any prower or 
committee of growers in California, aud 
we will subscribe $100, or more if nec?E- 
eary, towards the expenses of making 
such an inspection and of sending sue;: 
a committee East. The results would 
be worth $100,000 to the California rai- 
sin growers. 


To sum the whole matter up, the New 


York telegraphic dispatch making the 
accusation . gainst us was manufactured 
for two purposes, the firat being to in- 
jure the" hated and successful rivals, 
Gritlin & Skelley Co., in the eyes of the 
California fruit growers, and secondly 
and chiefly to supply for the concoctera 
of the eamo and the packers whom they 
represent, a convenient excuse later on 
for the unsatisfactory returns which 
they know they moat render tbe owners 
of the raiains which theyhavesacrificed. 
We warn the raisin growers not to allow 
themselves to be blinded to the real facts 
hy the dust which these dear friends of 
theirs are endeavoring to throw in their 
eyes 


Talk is cheap. Let our accusers back 


up their statements by something more 
substantial. We have today paid over 
in trust to the Farmers' hank of Fresno 
one thousand dollars to be forfeited and 
go tc our accusers, if they can prove, by 
the sworn testimony of the wholesale 
grocers who bought the raisine in ques- 
tion, that (from tbe day the agreement 
went into effect until the day on which 
John M, Cbapman & Co. withdrew from 
U and by their withdrawal broke it up) 
wo Hold any r&iains below agreed prices 
in Troy, Albany or any other interior 
pointa in New York, provided that our 
iccueera wil) pay over to the Farmers'

Iu response to a request from Chair- 


man Letcher, Assistant District Attor- 
ney Merriam submitted the following 
opinion on the creation of mdebtednesi 
in the road districts: 


Hon. F. F. Letcher, Chairman o! the 


Board of Supervisors:—Article XI, »ec 
tion 18 of the constitution provides that 
no county shall incur indebtedness or 
liability in any manner or for any pur 
pose exceeding in any way the income 
and revenue provided for it for eacl 
year. This provision applies to any in- 
debtedness created by the board of EU 
pervisors of the ;ounty for road dis- 
tricts, although road districts are 1101 
mentioned in the enumeration of cor- 
porations or quasi corporations subject 
to the constitutional restriction. 


Jly sections 3643 and '2645 of the ;x>litt 


L-al code and sub-division 4 of section -5 
of the county 
government act, the 


boards ot supervisors and especially the 
road commissioners in their respective 
districts, have the right 4o employ al 
labor required upon public roads, direci 
the conduct of such work and genenillj 
to m;ike contracts. 


By section 2651 of the political code 


boards of supervisors have no power to 
create a debt on any road district in ev- 
:ess of the estimated amount of receipts 
jcoipts 
ir. By 
of such district for the current yea 
the "current year" ia meant the fiscal. 
The iiscal year is also meant in the con- 
stitutional provisions above quoted aiii 
in all places where the year is mentioned 
in connection with the financial 
agement of the county aud state. 


AH contracts, payments and liability 


to pay made in violation of this restric- 
tion upon the incurring of indebtedness 
are void. AU the oHicers of the county 
are charged with notice of the condition 
of the treasury of the county and of tbe 
extent of the claims against the panie. 


The road commiaaioner of a road dis- 


trict is required to know how much 
money ia in the treasury to the credit ol 
hia road district, how much indebted- 
ness has already been -incurred and how 
much money has been provided for bis 
district for the hscal year, and is bound 
not to contract any indebtedness in ex- 
cess of what money his district will re- 
ceive during the fiscal year. 


It makes no difference with the power 


of incurring indebtedness whether the 
allotment of the fuuds has been as above 
stated, be at EO much per mouth oi at so 
much for the fiscal year. Whether the 
amount in each road district be named 
UB a monthly allotment or as a yeaily 
one is simply a matter of convenience 
or of figuring with th Board of Super- 
visor?. It doea not restrict the power to 
create indebtedness beyond or in addi- 
tion to the restriction created by stat- 
ute. 


The restrictions which have been men- 


tioned above are the only ones. The 
construction of these restrictions is sim- 
ply that the indebtedness created can- 
not exceed the total income for the fis- 
cal year, but the date or period within 
the year iu which the indebtedness may 
be incurred is not restricted. 


It follows that indebtedness may be 


jreated against a road -district when 
there is not at the time money ia the 
hums of tbe road diairict to pay it, pro 
vided that the funda will be there before 
the end of the v

RAISIN SELLING. 


Wholesale Buyers Complain of la- 


justice. 


A New York trade paper of a recent 
late baa an article ou raisin selling 
which the California shippers would do 
well to consider. The eu^eetious are 
based on solid business principle*. The 
>aper uays : 


Local fruit jobbers this seaeou have 


efused to handle California raisiusupon 
he score that no opportunity is given 
,ht'Di by coatt shippers or local couElgneea 
[o tiad a pretliable market for the goods 
after they have ventured upon eelec- 
ions. In past years they have beeu 
iberat operators, taking boKlty large 
>aruela specula lively, but the result of 
iurh action baa proved so unfavorable 
hat they determined this eeasou to 
strike out from their lists the California 
article, claiming that it was not neces- 
sary to include the goods in stock to do 
i fruit business. This action has been 
taken after due deliberation, and was 
immipted by the course pursued by 
California shippers and their represen- 
tatives in their anxious endeavors 10 
find buyers for the goods. The latter 
Imve annually appealed to our large 
[ruit jobbers for orders, and have regu- 
larly secured contracts 
for 
round 


quantities, and when the same hare 
been "clinched," so to speak, their nest 
move haa been to capture the trade of 
the small merchants in interior cities 
and towns, and thus cut off the custom 
that our local dealers bavti counted 
upon to relieve their hands. 


The method of canvassing the coun- 


try for orders was well enough when 
the industry wag in ita infancy, and it 
waa found neccseary to introduce the 
fruit to the trade and tbe consumers, 
but California raisins have now an es- 
tablished reputation, and should sell 
entirely upon their merits without the 
peddling aystem that is adopted by 
many of the large concerns that are in- 
terested either as shippers or commis- 
sion men. To load our local merchants 
up at a price and then offer to the small 
people of the interior at a similar value, 
or upon consignment, ia certainly a 
wrong course to pursue, and ia sure to 
result in antagonizing the trade. Cali- 
fornia shippers desire the trade of the 
prominent houses located here, and 
theii busineaa methods should be so 
conducted as to insure harmony of 
action among all concerned. This sub- 
ject has been fully discussed here of late 
and representatives of the Pacific coast 
houses are banning to recognize the 
importance of encouraging the trade 
from tbe large jobbing houses. They 
are prepared to acknowledge the injus- 
tice of their methods of distribution, 
and Btute that they eland ready to call a 
halt • provided 
they 
can 
secure 


united action from the coast principals. 


The proposition ia to divide the coun- 


try into three sections or points for dis- 
tribution, say Fresno, Chicago and Ne.w 
York, these several points to be given a 
territory, and fixed prices agreed upon 
Unit will give to large buyers some ad- 
vantage over small, and alao insure 
stability of values. 
The proposition, it 


ie said, will be presented to growers and 
ahippera in Calfornia and a strong effort 
made to have the system adopted next 
year. The prolits of the industry have 
become very narrow of late years, and 
economy in diatribution 
if? necesaary. 


To ship fruit io New York and then 
transship to interior points is exuentuve, 
as not only additional freight charge 
but incidental expenees are attached 
which eats deeply into the net results. 
If New York waa made the point for the 
entire eastern distribution, or say the . 
territory east of the Alleghanies, the 
cost of conducting the business could be' 
lessened materially to growera 
and 


packers. Expenses beyond the ordirary 
storage would ceaae when the goods 
were landed, as all sales would be made 
from this point upon the same basis as 
other classes of merchandise are dis- 
posed of. The pcheme, has certainly 
many advantages, and when brought to 
the .attention oi interested parties on 
the coast should be fully weighed and 
considered.

plural of the translation. Again, when 
the noun is plural, in Spanish, all quali- 
fying words must conform to it in num- 
ber; hence, the title ie additionally im- 
perfect iu that it uses del (singular) in- 
stead of de loa (plural) to agree with 
Corderoa (lamba). The club should be 
then, "El Circulo de los Corderos."

The death of Judge S. A. ilolmea re- 


movea one of the oldest and moat hon- 
ored citizens of Fresno. He waa horn at 
Willmington, North Carolina, and was a 
eon of Owen Holmes, a prominent law- 
yer and politician ol that state, who wa« 
a presidential elector in 1840, and had 
>revioualy been elected to the bench of 
he North Carolina supreme court, but 
Declined to accept. 


Judge Holmea graduated at the Uni- 


versity of North, Carolina and took up 
lie study of law. However, he BOOB 
urned hia attention to cotton raising, 
tod superintended A cotton plantation 
jflOOO acres. When the war of the 
atatea broke out he espoused the cause 
if the south and served three years in 
,he Confederate army. 


In 18liS he came to Fresno county and 


made it his home from that time til) hii 
death. He settled near Madera and en- 
gaged extensively in grain raising. In 
87S he was elected a delegate from 
Fresno county to the constitutional con- 
veution which met in Sacramento. 


The change in the constitution created 


the superior court, and he wan elected 
:be tirat superior judge in Fresno. That 
was in 1879. He held the otlice sir 
veara and in 1S90 was again elected, and 
' :ia term baa two yeara yet to run. 


Judge Holmes waa married in Ala- 


bama in 1S55 to Mt«a Mary W. Sturd- 
wrick. 
His family consisted of ten 


children of whom only three are still 
living. They are Owen, William Ashi 
and Mrs. Betsy Fickett, wife of Walter 
J. Pickets. 


Many of the most important criminal 


cases of Fresno county were tried before 
Judye Holuiee, among them being that 


f tieorge Sontag for train robbery; 
MiuJmel Ultimo for the murder of Has- 
..ins, Tinido tor murder, Richard Heath 
for the murder of L. It. McWhirter, and 
many others. 


Tlie remains of Judge Holmes were 


brought to Krefro, arriving laat night, 
and the funcnu will tike place at 2 
o'clock this afternoon from St. Jamea 
Episcopal church, at the comer of 
Freano and N streeta. It will be con- 
ducted by the rector, Itev. Lucaa. 


There is already conaiderable specula- 


tion concerning the vacancy on the su- 
perior bench, caused by the death of 
Judge llolmes. But, out of respect for 
the dead, it will probably suggest itaelf 
to the people that it would be aa well to 
let this matter rest for a day or two at 
least.

I refer Mr. Gordon to my last two let-

the "proposed combine," one apuparing 
on November SOih and the other on 
December lllh. for an answer to hie 
query. 
I will now say that members of the 


proposed combine got about one-third of 
my rainins; and as to the inquiry of 
Mr, Gordon whether I want another 
combine organized so as tc get a chance 
to "slip out and eell raisins while tbe 
balance are holding the umbrella," I 
iuay say that J never have in my life, 
nor will I ever ask any one to hold my 
umbrella. I have always stood upon 
my own bottom. As there was no real 
combine in existence, I could not "slip 
out" Irom anything; and as there wns 
no fence constructed, I could not. as 
the Expositor said, "jump over the 
fence and sell for cash." 


I have now about $2000 worth of fruit 


and raisins on hand, aud I am willing to 
"sell it all for cash." 


Mr. Gordon's assertion that "tbe very 


mention of an organization 'composed 
of growers only' is enough, after last 
summer's experience, to send a thrill of 
discouragement through the heart of 
every fair-minded man, especially if he 
ia familiar with tbe 
raiain combine 


formed here in Fresno last July," has 
no bearing whatever upon my proposi- 
tion that the growers hbould organize 
themselves in'oa union for eelf protec- 


u, because tbe combine proposed last 


July 
was 
far 
different 
from 
the 


ie. I advocate, composed of "grow- 


ers 
only," while tbe "mixed 
af- 


fair" of last July was one com- 
posed of commid&ion men, packers, 
speculators and growers, and tlie three 
former classes all expected to make a 
protit out of the growers. Tbe kind,of 
combine that I pro|»obe is one which 
leaves these three clashes out and has 
none but growers aa members 


The undersigned lias always advo- 


cated a union, or combine of growers 
only. Mr. Gordon has always opposed 
thi?, and advocated a "mixed affair" 
like tbe one of last July. I respectfully 
surest that my propositions be given 
the, same fair trial as waa given this 
"mixed affair." But as "oil and water 
will never mis," Mr. Gordon's theories 
failed. I propose to put no water or oil 
into the stock, and hence tlie "natural 
law" will not be violated in my proposi- 
tions, but all will work in Imrmony, and 
instead of failure, as in Mr. Gordon's 
combine, success and pronpenty will 
crown the growers' efforts.
